The colle<*tion was made and donate*! to 
the museum by Dr. Edgar A. Mearns. 
afcsistaiit surgeon in the United » States 
army , now stationed at Fort Y«*r«l**, A. 
T. 
Here lie has l>« *en for nearly three 
y ears, and has occupied himself with 
searching for and exploring the wonder­ 
ful cliff dwellings and other ancient re­ 
mains so common in that region. 
The 
collection which he has sent on to the 
museum i* exceedingly tin*» and interest­ 
ing. 
It embraces articles illustrating the 
art of war as carried on by these aborigi­ 
nal inhabitants of America, their various 
domestic manufactures, their m anner of 
hunting and the food niton which thev 
lived. 
From the great depth at which the 
articles were found, the immense lapse 
of time since them* villages wen* in active 
operation and tw ining wit It life, may I to 
estimated. 
Some of the articles were 
found at depths ranging from two to six 
feet; in the caves they were covered w itli 
« lust and guano formed by the millions of 
bats which inhabit these dreary recesses, 
while out in th<* open plain they were 
covered with volcanic dust and scoria 
washed « lowu 
from the 
neighboring 
heights. 
The caves are situated far up 
(sometimes hundreds of feetHm the bides 
of the cany ons» in which all the streams of 
that region are found. 
They are prob­ 
ably artificial and were made by tho 
ancient inhabitant* as protections against 
•wild beasts and their hum an enemies. 
Among tlx* most interesting .specimens 
in the collection just rcceivotl arc seven 
large lava or sandstone mortars, called 
nictates by the Indians of tin* present 
« lay . 
They were and art* still used by 
the modern Mexicans for grinding corn 
{tnai/.« A ^ preparatory to m aking it into 
takes. 
The method of grinding was 
exactly similar to that of the eommou 
m ortar and pestle. 
But the chief in­ 
terest attaching to them is their g reat' 
rize, .several ls ing one and a half « a two 
feet in length and a foot in thickness; 
also the unusual depth to which they 
have been ho!lowed or scooped out. This 
tiepth shows the unrem itting toil, energy 
and patience of this primitive race, who, 
with but another stone as a Um>|, gradu­ 
ally hollowed out. by hours and « lavs of 
labor, a block of stone of tlx* bar« lest 
kind to a depth of several inches. 
Kaeh 
mortal* is m enuIpnnied by several |;e*tles, 
also made ol Java, sandstone, and some 
i f greenstone, a variety of lava. 
Another exe« *edingly interesting set of 
specimens art* the axes, of which then* is 
a large number of examples.
